ESIDENTS will get the 
chance to have their say 
on a proposal to build a 
wind turbine on Hackney 
Marshes. 

The Olympic Delivery 
Authority (ODA) has proposed 


putting a turbine on East Marsh 
to generate local renewable 
energy as part of the legacy of the 
2012 Games. 

If the 120 metre high turbine 
goes ahead, it will offer Hackney 
the opportunity to buy green 
energy for up to 25 years, cutting 
carbon emissions significantly and 
potentially saving money. 

The Council could also receive 
rent for the land the turbine 
would sit on, which could be 


invested in sports and playing 
facilities on the Marshes. 

The ODA is already going 
ahead with one wind turbine on 
Eton Manor in the neighbouring 
borough of Waltham Forest. If a 
turbine was built on East Marsh, 
the two together could generate 
enough green electricity to power 
Hackney’s street lighting at night 
and all the main Council buildings

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Record Council

NEXT week, I will be presenting to the Cabinet my 
proposals for next year’s Council budget, including the 
rate of Hackney’s share of the Council Tax. 

In my proposals, Hackney will be the only council in the 
country to have frozen its share of the Council Tax for five 
years running, and in these difficult economic times it is 
only right to continue keeping Council Tax as low as 
possible. That job is made easier by the efficiency 
savings the Council has made over the past few years - 
indeed, the Government announced last week that 
Hackney has made more efficiency savings since 2004 
than any other London borough, and the third-highest 
amount in the country. 

Unlike a number of councils, however, these savings 
have been made not by cutting services, but by looking 
at every aspect of the Council’s work and finding ways of 
doing things more efficiently. 

These savings have been essential to not only keeping 
Council Tax frozen since 2005, but also to free up the 
cash necessary to expand and improve services at the 
same time, from street cleaning to social care, from 
libraries to leisure centres. 

Better services and greater value for money - YOUR 
money - is the top priority for the Council, and I will be 
explaining in the next issue of Hackney Today some of 
the details of what I am proposing for the borough’s 
budget for next year.

M ore than 

£40million has 
been saved by 
the Council in 
the past five years - the 
highest level in London - 
according to new 
Government figures. 

Hackney’s efficiency drive 
created the third highest 
savings in the country, 
meaning there is more 
money to spend on 
improving services. 

This has allowed 
Hackney to freeze its part of 
the Council Tax for the past 
four years. And the Mayor 
is set to propose a record- 
breaking fifth.The 



£40,474million savings 
have not, however, resulted 
in cuts to frontline services. 
In fact, the Council has 
invested in schemes such as 
free swimming for under- 
18s and over-60s, along 
with expanding care for the 
elderly, and increasing street 
cleaning.

Jules Pipe, Mayor of 
Hackney, said: “The 
Council is on the side of 
residents and businesses in 
striving to be more efficient 
and well run, making best 
use of its resources and 
keeping Council Tax down. 

“We have made progress 
in recent years, but there’s 
always more work to be 
done in providing better 
value for money for the 
borough’s taxpayers, 
especially in the current 
economic climate.”

Clampdown on anti-social drinking

RESIDENTS are being asked for their views on 
proposals to tackle anti-social drinking in the 
borough. One suggestion being mooted is a 
borough-wide controlled drinking area. 

It will give police powers to confiscate alcohol or 
issue fixed penalty fines to those drinking and 
causing disorder or threatening behaviour in 
streets, parks and open spaces. 


Two controlled drinking areas already exist in 
central Hackney and Gillett Square. 

The Council will consult residents, 750 licensed 
premises and community groups to prompt a 
response to the proposals. 

The consultation launches on the first day of 
Alcohol Awareness Week (1 9-23 October) and 
runs until 24 December. A recent survey revealed 
that while many residents believe anti-social 
behaviour has improved, they are still concerned 
about drink-fuelled problems in public places.

F or five days over 
1,500 students

aquatic skills, at Clissold 
Leisure Centre; goalball at 
Queensbridge Community 
Centre; and sailing at West 
Reservoir. 

Less well known sports 
such as boccia (a form of 
bowls and a Paralympic 
event), new age kurling (an 
accessible indoor version of 
curling) and poly bat 
(similar to table tennis) 
were also included in the 
competition. 

The Championships, now 
in their second year, were 
created to promote an 
inclusive sports curriculum 
to teachers, introduce able- 
bodied students to disability 
sports and tackle the high 
rates of social exclusion 
experienced by disabled 
students. According to a 
survey by disabled 
children’s charity 
Contact a Family, 70 
per cent of families 
with disabled 
children found 
understanding and 
acceptance of 
disability was poor.

B reak-ups are 

tough. First it’s 
arguing over 
appearances, then 
you stop listening to each 
other. Next thing you 
know you’re fighting over 
the music. 

“We outgrew each other. 
Actually that makes it 
sound a lot easier than it 
was, it was harsh! ” laughs 
Hackney-based singer 
Gwyneth Herbert, reflecting 
on her departure from 
record label Universal. 

Now with her ‘jazzy- 
folky-bluesy’ new album, 

All The Ghosts, on more 
modest label Naim Edge, 
critics have almost 
unanimously showered the 
LP with accolades for its 
bewitching 

characterisation, while 
praising the artist as a gifted 
songwriter and lyricist. 

And first track, So Worn 



Out, is very local. “It’s 
about stumbling off the 277 
bus on Mare Street and 
seeing lovely Dave by the 
Texaco garage who keeps 
Star Wars figurines in his 
right pocket and Star Trek 
in his left. And he can speak 
fluent Klingon,” she 
explains. Adding: “It’s 
about that time early in the 
morning when Hackney 
turns into this magical 
place, when it’s at its most 
alive. It’s my favourite place 
in London, it’s not 
airbrushed by chains and 
there are loads of local, 
quirky places to hang out 
like Broadway Market or 
The Dolphin Pub. Actually, 
I’m getting a bit worried 
because they gave me a free 
T-shirt last time. I think it 
means I go there too much.” 

Gwyneth also loves the 
borough’s parks, no mean 
feat considering she was 
raised in a green Surrey 
village. Brought up on a 
diet of Lou Reed, Joni 
Mitchell and other great 
1970s storytellers, what 
followed were the 
‘teenage 
cider years’, 
Durham 
University 
and a move 
to London 
with guitarist 
Will Rutter.

“At the time we didn’t 
have any contacts or 
money, so we’d just walk 
into restaurants and pubs 
to play songs. Kind of like 
selling jazz door-to-door.” 

But her sound caught the 
ear of Universal at a time 
when new- jazz stars such 
as Jamie Cullum were 
getting success. She readily 
signed and before she 
knew it, was on billboard 
posters, televisions adverts 


and ‘Parkinson’. It became 
clear however, the studio 
already knew who they 
wanted her to be. 

“They tried to put me 
in the Norah Jones 
category, this new young 
jazz generation. Record 
companies like working 
to a formula and I was 
just overwhelmed to be 
involved with such a 
massive label. I turned up, 
sang and got my hair cut 


the way they wanted it. 
Okay, the hair might have 
been more important than 
the music,” she says. 

After being told what to 
wear, how to speak and 
what to sing, the cracks 
began to show. 

“By then I’d started 
writing a lot, while they 
wanted big band covers. 

It became obvious I wasn’t 
the artist they had signed. 
But I did meet some great 
people and worked with 
some amazing musicians,” 
Gwyneth said. 

Yet despite the recent 
success on her own terms 
she is still being labelled. 
She says: “First it was 
Britain’s answer to Norah 
Jones and the female Jamie 
Cullum. Now it’s Ray 
Davies and Joni Mitchell 
and there’s this huge 
responsibility; it’s kind of 


scary. In a way, though, 
being compared to so 
many artists is great 
because it means it’s hard 
to place me in any one 
category.” 

She’s currently writing 
a musical about Phyllis 
Pearsall, the creator of the 
A to Z, as a homage to her 
early days in London, as 
well as learning the ukulele. 
She says: “Our next song 
is ukulele based. When 
everyone heard it they said 
‘What an amazing song. 
Stop writing dark, weird 
character songs. Write 
happy songs with four 
chords.’” Why four chords? 
She smiles: “Because that’s 
all I can play.”

John Etheridge 

at the Vortex

The evening’s quartet amble on, all looking like jobbing 
jazzers, bar one - their tanned and curly haired leader who 
appears to have just stumbled off the set of ‘Withnail and I’. 
He is John Etheridge - an under-sung jazz virtuoso 
described by one prominent jazz fusion musician as ‘one of 
the best guitarists in the world’ and who has recorded with 
industry giants like Stephan Grappelli, Dizzie Gillespie and 
Soft Machine. It is perhaps the Soft Machine connection that 
resonates most in Etheridge’s virtuoso work. Playing 
lightening scales, proggy noodlings, refreshing African 
melodies and a touch of screaming blues, his guitar became 
more insistent through the night to the delight of the crowd. 
By the second set, it was clear Etheridge’s bumbling 
demeanour is actually part of the act, helping create a warm 
and informal feel to the night. Like a pottering hippy uncle, 
he banters with band mates and crowd alike and even 
raises a knowing eyebrow when he breaks out the wah- 
wah for a set-closing R’n’B stamper. This was jazz, but not 
as we know it, and made a refreshing change from the 
purist stylings you usually find in the capital’s jazz venues.

Why recycle? 

Recycling in Hackney is quick and easy. 
It’s about making a simple choice 
between putting items in the bin or 
recycling them. By recycling you will be 
doing something positive for yourself 
and your community, helping to reduce 
pollution and save resources while 
also helping the Council to run more 
effectively by saving the money it would 
cost to send these materials to landfill. 
This money can then be invested in to 
key services that benefit you. 


of the recycling we collect is recycled as 
close to Hackney as possible, for example 
paper is sent to a mill in Aylesford, Kent 
to be made into paper for the newsprint 
industry and Glass to a plant in Harlow, 
Essex, where it is made into more bottles 
and jars. 


Every year you 
throw away 
60000 tonnes of 
household waste 
that is sent for 
disposal. This is 
the same weight 
as 7500 London 
buses. Over 60% 
of this can be 
recycled through 
Hackney recycling 
services. 


We recognise that the market for 
materials is global and do our best to 
make sure that your materials are sent 
to UK based reprocessors. A full list of 
where your materials are sent to be 
recycled is available by visiting www.

How do I recycle? 

All street based households are provided 
with the weekly green box collection 
service. Estate and high rise households 
have communal recycling bins located 
within bin chambers or near entrances 
and exits to the estate. There are also 
over 70 recycling banks located across the 
borough that can be used by all residents. 

Where do the 
materials I recycle go? 

We work hard to make sure that as much

to provide a recycling service to all 
households across the borough be this 
a collection form the door, communal 
recycling bins or conveniently located 
street recycling banks. 




You may know that Hackney offers a free 
collection of bulky items to households 
but did you know that many of the 
materials collected are recycled? 

The Council will collect up to 5 bulky 
items free of charge from every household 
in the borough and can make up to four 
collections per year. 

Large items such as fridge freezers, 
washing machines, cookers and TVs and 
monitors are all accepted. Similarly electrical 


appliances such as microwaves, vacuum 
cleaners and hairdryers can all be collected. 
These items are separated from the non 
recyclable waste and sent for recycling. 

Bags of green garden waste such as 
hedge trimmings, branches and leaves 
can also be collected and are sent for 
composting. 

Collections are typically made 48 
hours after booking but can be made on 
appointment if preferred.

A message 
from Jules 
Pipe, Mayor 
of Hackney 


Hackney’s open green spaces are 
the borough’s most precious asset and 
none more so than Hackney Marshes. 
Much loved by local people, and famed 
worldwide as the home of grassroots 
football, the Marshes are very special and 
anything that impacts on that space is a 
matter for everyone in this borough. A 
proposal to put a wind turbine on East 
Marsh will arouse strong feelings, and it is 
a matter that deserves serious debate. 

The Olympic Delivery Authority (ODA) 
has proposed putting a wind turbine on 
East Marsh to generate local renewable 
energy as part of the legacy of the 201 2 
Games. The ODA are already going ahead 
with one wind turbine just across the 
border from Hackney, on Eton Manor in 
Waltham Forest. The ODA approached 
Hackney Council and asked if we would 
also consider hosting one on East Marsh. 

Hackney is committed to cutting its 
carbon emissions, including signing up to 
challenging targets to cut them by 1 0 % 
by 201 0. Whilst minimising the use of 
energy is the top priority, if we want to 
go even further, using green power has 
to be a key part of it. We are committed 
to becoming a greener borough and this 
is a very practical way of going about it, 
demonstrating we are prepared to take 
a lead on this issue. If this wind turbine 
were to be built, along with the one that 
is going to be built at Eton Manor, the 


two could provide the borough with 
enough green energy to light Hackney’s 
streets by night and all the main council 
buildings by day. This would bring 
about a substantial cut in Hackney’s 
carbon emissions. The cost of the wind 
turbine energy to the borough is also 
expected to be less than the cost of 
energy from traditional sources - not 
usually the case with green energy which 
often carries a premium these days. 

Crucially, this proposal highlights 
the issues around local green energy 
production. Hackney has previously 
bought green energy from Scottish 
hydro-electric companies, but there are 
many people who have argued that this 
is just an accounting exercise: paying 
for green electricity that is put into 
the northern part of the national grid 
when the electricity used in the south 
is likely being generated by coal. This 
is an opportunity to generate useful - 
not tokenistic - amounts of truly local 
green electricity to power things for the 
community, such as all of Hackney’s 
streetlights. 

I am quite aware though, that there 
are other issues to consider. Wind 
turbines are big, and they are not 
always considered to be beautiful. There 
will be an impact on the skyline and 
on the views of and from the Marshes. 
There will also be a loss of access to an 
area of green space around the stem 
of the turbine - increasingly turbine 
companies are insisting that the area 
immediately below the blades should 
not be open to the public. These two 
issues are particularly relevant when 
we have just regained green space and 
a clear skyline with the removal of the 


electricity pylons from the area. Some 
people will be concerned about the 
impact on the natural environment. 
These issues will arouse strong feelings 
in those who use and care about the 
Marshes and pros and cons of this 
project are explored in this document. 

This is not a referendum, and it’s 
not a planning consultation - which 
would come later if the feedback 
received now is favourable. It is the 
beginning of what I hope will be a wide 
ranging debate, and it is a genuine 
listening exercise. Both I and the 
Council want to hear your response to 
the idea in principle of a wind turbine 
on East Marsh, and your view will count. 

Hackney Marshes belongs to the 
whole borough and I want as many 
people as possible to take part in this 
consultation. On balance I think the 
wind turbine is a good idea, but if the 
public response to this is no, then this 
will not go ahead. This will not be forced 
through if residents don’t want it.

Hackney Marshes - improving the home of grassroots football 



From the late 19th 
century Hackney 
Marshes have been at 
the heart of grassroots 
football in this country. 

Their modern history 
has seen famous players 
such as Bobby Moore and 
David Beckham start their 
careers there. 

Today the Marshes are 
going through big changes 
with significant investment 
from the Council, London 


Development Agency, the 
Olympic Delivery Authority 
and other partners linked 
to the 2012 Games 
coming here. 

The old changing rooms 
are being torn down 
and new, state of the art 
versions are going up in 
their place. 

The new hub on 
South Marsh will include 
changing rooms, 
classrooms and a cafe. 


A new pitch layout 
will make the best use of 
the land available, and a 
permanent cricket pitch, 
alongside two temporary 
ones, will soon be 
introduced on North Marsh 
with more new changing 
rooms. 

Although East Marsh 
will be used temporarily for 
coach, cycle and parking 
for visitors with disabilities 
during the Games in 201 2, 


the land will be returned 
to football permanently by 
the end of 201 3. 

After the Games, there 
will also be a footbridge, 
giving direct access into 
the Olympic Park, and a 
second new bridge forming 
a connection to South 
Marsh. 
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What is actually happening - and when? 


The upgrades to the Marshes started 
this year and will take about five 
years to complete. All work has been 
carefully planned to cause the least 
disruption possible whilst this major 
facelift takes place. 

Here is a timetable of the changes 
you can expect to see during this time 
and three maps; one shows how the 
Marshes look now, one shows how they 
will look in 201 2 (during the Olympic 
and Paralympic Games) and the final 
map shows how the layout will look 
in 201 k after the Games, when East 
Marsh is fully restored.

North and South Marsh: work underway 
to improve football pitches 

Oct 2009 

East Marsh: soil stockpile for the new 
bridge moved across from Eton Manor 

Nov 2009 

South Marsh: hub construction starts 

May 2010 

East Marsh: changing rooms closed and

South Marsh: changing rooms closed and 
building demolished 


August 2010 

South Marsh: changing facilities open in 
time for the new football season 

August 2010 

North and South Marsh: improved football

Hackney Wick will change a lot 
in coming years, both because of 
the Games and from business led 
development. To make sure we plan 
this well, we are developing a draft 
‘masterplan’ for Hackney Wick. A 
masterplan is a tool which helps to 
plan regeneration. 

We want Hackney Wick to be a 
modern, new place for people and 
business that benefits residents 
already there, and brings new 
opportunities too. At the heart of this 
are the 201 2 media centres. They are 


bringing new opportunities for work 
and will put creative industries at the 
heart of this community.

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Public Consultation 

In his message on the front page, Mayor Jules Pipe outlined the proposal to put a wind turbine on East Marsh. There is a 
genuine choice for Hackney about the proposal. The Council wants to hear your views on the proposal in a public consultation 
from 1 9 October to 1 A December 2009. 

Here, we have tried to answer many of the questions that may spring to mind. At the bottom of the page you will find an e-mail 
address where you can ask more questions if you have them, a web address where you take part in the Council’s public consultation 
and telephone number to call for a paper copy of the questionnaire. 

A wind turbine on East Marsh - your questions answered 


Why would Hackney want a wind 
turbine? 

This turbine would put Hackney at 
the forefront of sustainable energy 
generation. Together with a second 
wind turbine at Eton Manor (in Waltham 
Forest) it would provide enough energy to 
power almost all of Hackney’s street lights 
at night and would help make Hackney 
one of the greenest boroughs in London. 
More green energy could be produced 
here than in any other London borough. 

The wind turbine would also help 
Hackney meet carbon reduction targets 
set by Government, supporting other 
sustainable developments being led by 
the Council. 

Why is East Marsh the only place 
where the wind turbine could be put? 

When the Olympic Delivery Authority 
got permission to build the Olympic Park, 
one condition was they would have to 
provide a lot of renewable energy from 
the site. There are only two places in the 
park where turbines fit - East Marsh and 
Eton Manor. Plus turbines need to be clear 
of buildings and roads. 

Where on East Marsh would it go? 

Hackney Council is considering the 
far North East corner of East Marsh. In 
this way it would not use any of the land 
needed for sports pitches on the Marsh, or 
for any of the other legacy gains such as 
new bridges or changing facilities. 

How long would the wind turbine be 
on East Marsh? 

If the wind turbine goes ahead on East 
Marsh it would provide the borough with 
the opportunity to buy green energy for up 
to 25 years from when it is installed in 201 3. 

How much would it cost Hackney? 

The wind turbine would not cost 
Hackney Council any money; in fact it 
would help the Council to save money. The 
energy could power our street lights and be 
a real benefit for our community. 

The Council could also get rent for the 
land the turbine is on and we would use 
this to invest in sports and playing facilities 
on the Marshes. 


If the proposed East Marsh turbine does 
not go ahead, could Hackney still buy 
energy from the Eton Manor turbine? 

Hackney could still buy energy from 
the Eton Manor turbine if the owner 
chose to submit a tender when the 
Council undertakes its annual energy 
procurement, and their bid was the best 
offer. 

What would be the impact on sports 
on the Marshes? 

The turbine would not get in the way of 
any of our planned sports developments 
on the Marshes. After the Games, East 
Marsh will get new playing fields and the 
turbine would not reduce the number of 
pitches that we are planning to provide 
(ten). Our plans for the Marshes will go 
ahead as they are, whether or not there is 
a turbine. 

The Marshes provide a home for many 
different types of wildlife, could these 
be affected? 

A lot of work has been done to ensure 
the wind turbine would not harm wildlife 
on the Marshes, especially the flight paths 
of the bat and bird populations. The 
turbine would be set in from the river, well 
away from the bats’ flight path. 

Would there be any community 
benefits from having the wind turbine 
on East Marsh? 

As well as providing potential rental 
income to invest in the Marshes, the 
turbine would link into the education 
centre planned for the new sports and 
community hub on South Marsh. With a 
read-out of wind speed, energy generated 
and carbon saved, this would be an 
opportunity for the whole community to 
learn about ‘green’ or renewable energy. 

How big would the wind turbine be, and 
would it make noise and cast shadows? 

Wind turbines are about 1 20m tall and 
the rotors about 80m across. They have 
a narrow stem, and its base would be 
underground, covered by grass. . 

Noise levels have been tested. Noise 
the turbine would make if it were on East 
Marsh would be less than the local traffic. 


The tests for shadows of the moving 
blades show that the wind turbine would 
not interfere with football and other 
sports being played on the Marshes. 

Will there be a loss of access to green 
space? 

There will be a loss of access to green 
space around the stem of the turbine as 
the area immediately below the blades 
will not be open to the public. There will 
be an 80m exclusion zone which will be 


fenced-off with a hedge around it. Inside 
the fence there could be the opportunity 
to establish a nature/wildlife area. 

After the Games, there will be the same 
number of football pitches that we are 
already planning to have on East Marsh 
(ten), and with the removal of pylons in 
the area we have gained access to open 
space that mitigates some of the loss of 
access that would occur around the stem 
of the turbine.

It’s another reason to be 
grateful for a service for the 
borough’s young residents. 

In Hackney, 27 per cent 
of five-year-olds screened 
each year suffer from dental 
decay, with 80 per cent of it left untreated. 

To combat this, the Happy Teeth scheme 
has been set up by Tower Hamlets Primary 
Care Trust (THPCT). Working closely with 
children’s centres, schools and parents in the 
two boroughs, the project will help 



families access dental 
treatment. 

This includes providing 
mobile dental clinics that 
bring treatment to the 
doorstep and running a 
preventive programme in 
schools that will apply a 
fluoride varnish to the 
teeth of three to six-year-olds every six 
months to protect against tooth decay. 

Residents can also drop in for advice and 
support about local dental services. Adults 
receive a free screening and are put in touch 
with treatment services at three high street 


dental practices. Look out for the mobile 
dental clinic in November on Tuesdays and 
alternate Sundays at Tollgate Lodge Walk-in 
Centre, N16, 10.30am-5.30pm; and on 
Wednesdays, 9.30am-4.30pm, at 
Wentworth House, Northwold Estate, 131 
Upper Clapton Road, E5.

Refuge in Mare Street

W HAT’S the 
connection 
spanning 160 
years between 
the fiver in your wallet and 
195 Mare Street? 

Formerly the home of 
the New Lansdowne Club, 
the Grade II * listed 
building dates from the 
early 1700s. It is the area’s 
only surviving example of 
a gentleman’s residence 
and was described by 
architectural historian Sir 
Nikolas Pevsner as: “The 


best 18th Century town 
house in Hackney.” 

The first gentleman 
known to have lived there 
was Sir Daniel Dolins, 
although his father 
Abraham may have 
bought or built the house. 
The property passed 
through various hands, 
usually wealthy merchants 
or politicians, and the rate 
books show that it was one 
of the most valuable 
properties in the parish. 

It ceased being a private 
residence when it was 
bought as a refuge - ‘for 
affording temporary food 
and shelter for destitute 


females on their discharge 
from the Metropolitan 
gaols’ - and dedicated to 
the memory of Elizabeth 
Fry (1780-1845). 

Fry was a Quaker who 
visited women in Newgate 
prison. She was shocked by 
its squalid conditions and 
did much to improve the 
welfare of female prisoners. 
She also established the 
Ladies’ Association for the 
Reformation of the Female 
Prisoners in Newgate in 
1817, which became the 
‘British Ladies’ Society for 
Promoting the 
Reformation of Female 
Prisoners’ in 1821, possibly

prison life. 

Following her death in 
1845, a meeting chaired by 
the Lord Mayor of London 
resolved that it would be 
fitting ‘to found an asylum 
to perpetuate the memory 
of Mrs Fry and further the 
benevolent objects to which 
her life had been devoted’. 

The Mare Street 
premises were bought and 
released prisoners sent 
there by the British Ladies’ 
Society. The Elizabeth Fry 
Refuge first opened its 
doors in November 1849. 
Funding came via 
subscriptions from city 
companies and private 
individuals, with 
additional income from 
the inmates’ laundry and 
needlework. Such training 
was an important part of 
the refuge’s work. In 1924,

the refuge merged with the 
Manor House Refuge for 
the Destitute, in Dalston, 
becoming a hostel for girls 
on probation for minor 
offences. The hostel soon 
moved to larger premises 
in Highbury and then in 
1958 to Reading, where it 
still remains. Today there 
are Elizabeth Fry Societies 
worldwide. Records from 
the refuges and hostel are 
now held at Hackney 
Archives. 

Left empty for several 
years, the Mare Street 
building gradually fell 
into disrepair. Now, 
however, it is being 
renovated and given a 
new lease of life with many 
of the original features 
expected to be preserved. 
And as for the fiver, take 
a look on the back!

• 1 bottle of full bodied red wine 

• 1 vanilla pod 

• Vi star anise 

• 1 stick of cinnamon 

• 1 tbsp whole cassia 

• 2 cloves 

• 1 50 grams muscovado sugar 

• 150 grams caster sugar 

Method 

• In a pan, add the bottle of red wine, all the 
spices and sugar 

• Bring to boil, turn down the heat and simmer 
for at least 30 minutes 

• Peel the pears, place them in your wine 
liqueur, poach them on the lowest heat 
possible and cook them until tender 

• Remove from the heat

Honey Ice Cream 

• 900 ml double cream 

• 900 ml whole milk 

• 500 grams of good quality of honey 
(Acacia/Wild Flower) 

• 2 sprigs of lavender (optional) 

• 4 whole eggs 

Method 

• In a pan, add the four first ingredients 

• Allow to simmer on a low heat until it is 
infused (around 30 mins) 

• Separately, whisk the eggs and add the 
honey/cream mixture; whisking vigorously 

• Place back on the low heat and keep 
stirring continuously and thoroughly until 
the mixture thickens 

• Cool it in the fridge 

• Place it in the ice cream machine and churn 

• Alternatively, place it in the freezer and stir 
for at least 20 mins until it turns into ice 
cream (around 2 hours)

Top tips 

Make sure you dedicate time to whisk the 
cream mixture with the eggs. Place the pan 
back on the heat at a low temperature, stirring 
continuously and thoroughly. It’s very important 
the mixture doesn’t catch to ensure you have a 
velvety smooth ice cream. If you don't have an 
ice cream machine, freeze a bowl in the freezer.
